SUNDAY'S DISCOURSE. 


A Synopsis of Mr. Jenvey’s Sermon Yes- 
terday.

and selfish ends, that he too was 
actuated and impelled by this same 
false pride of man, In short, any- 
thing which was done for the aggran- 
dizement of self, the advancement of 
self, and in tetal disregard ef the 
dictates of henor, the principles ef 
henor, or the calls ef humanity, was 
done under the spell of this false 
pride of man. He then went on to 
define what was meant by the strife of 
toegues. He maintained that any 
lying speech, slanderous remark, er 
back-biting thing belonged pre-emi- 
nently te this strife of tongues. He 
claimed that everything said to blacken 
the reputation, to injure the character 
or stain the geod name ot any man, 
woman or child, also belonged to this 
same strife of tongues.
